Mr. Lang, in his “opening ad- 
dress, detailed thg history of the 
case, which: were, “briefly, that an 
application was made on July 4 
last on a creditors’ petition, for 
the winding up of the bank. ‘On 
the same day an application’ was 
made to the Court for. the appoint- 
ment of a Receiver and a Special 
Liquidator. The applitation was 
granted, . ang Messrs. J. H. Se 
and §. H. Ross were appointed 
special managers, they having 
beer the auditors of the bank for 
‘some time. 


: On July 31 the Official Receiver |: 
was appointed Special Liquidator, 
-and Messrs. Seth and Ross‘ con- 
firmed us special managers until 
the further. order of the Court. 


Shanghai Branch’s Position, 


‘Ih compliance with the Com. 
panies Ordinance it was ' now 
necessary to call a meeting of 
creditors and contributaries, A 
suminary of the ‘statement’ of 
affairs, had been sent. to those

Bureau Prosecution.

This morning Mr: H.R. 
Butters gave judgment in the 
ease in which Kwok Chun-shing, 
formerly manager of the Health 
Service Intelligence Bureau, 
Wyndham Street, is charged with 
the alleged forgery of a voucher 
purporting to be signed by one 
“TK, Leung,” who, the prosecu- 


‘Ition alleged, was a fictitious per- 


son, 

Ag the case arose’from a docu- 
ment produced at a previous case 
against the accused, who was ac- 
the then second 
Magistrate, Mr. A. W. G. H. 
Griintham, on numerous counts 
of alleged embezzlement of the 
firm’ 's money, Mr. F. X. d’Almada, 
sen., for the defence, entered 
pleas of “not guilty” and of autre- 
fois acquit. - 

There was considerable argu 
ment on this point, and Mr. M 
Lo, who prosecuted for the firm, 
maintained that there could not 
be a double pler in Juw. Mr. 
d’Almada’s contention.: was that 
having elected to proceed under 
the Larceny Ordinance in the‘pre- 
vious case, ‘the’ prosecution was 
precluded from bringing further 
proceedings ynder* the Forgery 
Ordinance on the,same set of 
facts. “ 

The First Grant. - ' 

His Worship reserved his deci- 
sion, and in accordance with an 
application, made by Mr. Lo to- 
day read 2 written judgment in, 
the following terms:— ;

fendant is that on or about April 
9, 1930, he unlawfully did utter,

The defendant was summoned 
to appear on July 19, before this 
Court to answer to the complaint. 

When. the,case came on for 
hearing Mr. F. X. d’Almada, sen., 
for the defendant, pleaded: not 
guilty and autrefois acquit. Mr. 
M. K. Lo, for the. complainant, 
submitted that the acquittal of 
the defendant on certain previous 
charges was no bar to the pre-

and called his witnesses-who Were 
cross-examined by Mr. d’Almada.

OFFICIAL YISIT. 


OUR EX-GOVERNOR 
: VERY IMPRESSED. 


* Rugby, Yesterday. 

Sir Cecil Clementi, Governor of 
the Straits Settlements, who is 
paying a visit, to the Netherlands 
Indian Government, spoke by 
telephone from Java to Lord 
Passficld, Colonial Secretary, at 
the Colonial Office this afternoon. 
This is the first time a Colonial 
Secretary ‘has communicated with! 
the Far East by telephone from 
the Colonial Office, although Mr. 
Amery at the House of Commons 
apoke to Mr. Ormaby-Gore, the 
Under Colonial Secretary,-in Java 
two yeaira ago. 

‘ Lord Passfield expressed appre- 
ciation of the opportunity. given, 
him by the Netherlands Indian 
Government, . He remarked that 
the Empires of the Netherlands’ 
and Great’ Britain have ‘many 
similar’ problems and many 
grounds. for close co-operation in 
the East, and he welcomed the 
invitation to Sir Cecil Clementi 
to visit the Governor-General of 
Java, and hoped that future years 
might sve a further mutual under- 
standing between the Dutch and 
British authorities overseas.

Moreover,’ the 
Prompt and. energetic -measures 
taken by the “president to preserve 
confidence and maintain — stability 
tended to sustain morale and foster 
the hope of an early recovery.

pected that the easing of money 
would lead to a revival of the 
American market for foreign securi- 
ties, thus tending to promote for- 
eign trade, and mitigate”the full 
severity of the depression.

Autrefois Acquit Considered. |.

the point wag only taken hy Mr. 
Lo‘ subsequent’ to Mr, d‘Almada’s: 
address and ‘after‘he (Mr. Lo) 
had called witneages for the pro- 
secution, but ‘while the ‘matter 
was still before this ‘Court. 
if’ Mr, Lo is. not estopped: ffom 
taking the ‘point at that stage in 
the’ proceedings, ‘the Court Is 
surely entitled to exercise’ its dis- 
cretion, to tectify any error, “and| 
to accept a plea of autrefols ac- 
quit as though it had originally 
jleen properly pleaded, leaving 
the defendant the opportunity ‘of 
pleading’ over to the felony. 

Plea Accepted. _ 

. Itherefore accept a plea of 
autrefols acquit ‘and proceed to 
consider it on its merits. Tt {s 
agreed that to determine whether 
such a plea is available it is 
necessary to ask 
(1) Was the prisoner “in 

jeopardy” on the first charge? 
(2) Was there a final verdict? 
(3) Was the previous charge sub- 
stantially the same as the pre- 
sent one? 

In the ‘present case the answer 
to the first two questions is in 
the affirmative. It is only in re- 
gard to the third question that 
there is any doubt. Mr. d’Almada 
has argued that the charges are 
the same, Mr, Lo that they are 
not. In Keuny’s outlines of 
Criminal Law 18th Edition p. 476 
we find “To Uetermine whether 
the two charges are ‘substuntial- 
ly’ Identical is often a subtie pro- 
blem. They are ‘sufficiently near- 
ly identical, if evidence of: the 
sacts alleged in the second indint- 
ment would lepally have been 
enough to procure some convic- 
tion on the first Indictment.” _ 

This test, has been :frequently 
employed,. It is. enunciated by 
Buller in R v Vandercomb (V 
Roscoe .p. 476)" and it is quoted 
with references in the King v. 
Banks: already reférred to. 

“Test Applied. ~ 

I propose to apply that test in 
the present case.

Some mild criticism .has been 
levelled at my bid of “Two No 
Trumps.” Admittedly, it is. “bor- 
derline. 
in doubt attack.” There 
much undercalling at Bridge. It ty 
the worst fault of all, If I were 
forced to. state in one . word the 
difference between «the mediocre 
player and the first-class player, I 
would say that the’ former “tmder- 
called.” Every player should risk 
small losses with equanimity. With- 
in reason, go for the pig thing, all 
the time, and you will win. 

On the hand in question, Bie 
has only to have three Clubs: to’ the 
10, not, on the face of it, an ‘import- 
ant difference, and game is a walk- 
over, 

‘Again, Clubs might not have-been 
Jed, or the Queen of Diamonds or 
Queen of Hearts might have fallen. 
We were a bit unlucky, that’s all! 
Criticism as regards the play of the 
hand has been more severe, . 

Even-Money Gamble. 


It is o near thing’ whether Z 
should go for the finesse of the ten 
of Diamonds, It is a bold move. 
It is an even-money gamble. On 
balance, 1 think the bétter chance is 
to hope that one of the “light’ 
Queens will “drop.” Conceivably, 
they’ might both “drop.” If-I catch 


is too 


the Diamond Queen, I am “home.” 
If I fail in this, but catch the Heart. 
Queen, I ‘have.a fine chancé, for if, 
A hag the’ King of Spades “ “he may 
have to discard Clubs, and I can 
then put him in to lead a Spade‘ up 
tome. If.A does not discard Clubs,’ 
I shall finesse the Queen of Spades. 

It. has been represented that if 
originally I finesge the 10 of 
‘Diamonds, and it goes wrong,‘ A 
may not, go on with his Clubs. I 
am marked with the Knave, and for 
fear it is guarded, A may. try to get 
his partner in by leading a Spade. 

I do not think this view is sound, 
It ‘ts true that I may have Knave 
and one other Club left, butdf I have 
game is presumably gone,’ I have 
bid “Two No’ Trumps” without 
King, Queen of Clubs or Ace, King 
of Hearts. It is therefore abund- 
antly clear that I have strength in 
Spades, including the , Ace’ ot that 
sult for certain. 

Once, therefore, I have’ sabia 
ed four Diamond tricks ‘in dummy, 
it will be clear to A, if he.gets in 
with tho Queen of Diamonds, that 
practically his. only chance {s to try 
to “drop” the Knave of Clubs, . 

There is also the possibility that 
it Is B who holds the King of Clubs. 
If, however, A has it and’ falls to 
lead-it, he will lead a. Heart. I am 
now in a further fix because my. Ace 
of Hearts is gone, and if I play the 
King the.Diamond suit is blocked. 

I have no desire to ba, dogmatic 
about the hand, but 1 ‘think the 
“gard sense” way’ of dealing with it 
is the one [ adopted. Readers ‘will 
remember that A turned out to have 
three Diamonds to the Queen, so 1

‘means of a forged document was 


reported to the Police yesterday, 


by. Chang Si-tong, manager of th 
Loong Tai Hong, 182, Wing: Lok 
Street, West. He stated that at 
about 10'am. on Tuesday .a 


‘| Chinese visited the firm and, re- 


presenting that he was a salesman 
of the King Yuen Hong import 
and: export firm, of Des.’ Voeux: 
Road Central, produced an order, 
purporting to have been issued by 
that firm for two cases of Chinese 
medicine worth $330, which he 
said ‘that the King - Yuen Hong 
wanted to export. 


On the order being accepted’ by | 


the Loong Tai Hong, the man said 


that he would send coolies to take’ 


delivery of the medicine. The 
following day ‘four .coolies came 
with a chit purporting to be from 
the King Yuen Hong, and . the 
two cases of medicine were de- 
livered to them.

C.0. CONFERENCE GIVES ITS BLESSING.

Probably. the most important and 
‘fnr-reaching of the many subjects 
the recent’ Colonial 
. Olice Conference was the proposal 
_ for the unification of the Colonial 
" Services. 

The: official summary of the Con: 
ference proceedings, u copy of which 
arrived in) Singapore by the last; 
muil, gives the text of the report of: 
the committee appointed by the! 
Conference to consider the recam- 
mendations, in this connection, em-; 
bodied in the Warren Fisher report 
—a full summary of which appeared, 
in the. Straits Timea some weeks 
ato. f 

The following is the text of the; 


by the Colonial. Office Conference, 
The Committee on the system of

“A single Colonial Service should

~ We should ‘like, in the first place, 


obligation under which Sir Warren’ 
Fisher and his committee have laid 
Colonial Governments by the care 
and attention whieh they have de- 
voted to the problems before them. 
‘and more particularly to the vital 
question of the “rationalisation” of 
the Colonial Services. They have 
brought a new conception before 
ihe minds of those concerned with 
the development of the ‘Colonial 
Empire. : 
Proposal Not New. 

The proposal ‘that the Services 
should be’ unified is not new; but 
jn the past there has been a ten- 
dency’ to Jook first at the difficulties 
and to conclude that pntil they are 
surmounted progress towards uni- 
fication is impracticable, The com- 
mittee have not made light of the 
difficulties; they have, however, 
made the fruitful suggestion that if 
‘a beginning were made by a mere 
recognition, however nominal, of 
the essential unity of the Services, 
many of the difficulties would at 
once lose much of their force, and 
it would be possible to proceed: as 
gradually as ‘the circumstances of 
the case might render ‘hecessary 
towards the practical realisation of 
the principle thus adopted. 

It was clear from the discussion] 


_ct the plenary meeting: of the Con- 


ference that some, representatives 


‘were until disposed to take the view 


that, until certain fundamental dif- 


. ficulties had been surmounted, the 


question of unification must remain 
In abeyance, _ For our part, we are 
dlaposed to accept the'less peasimis- 
tic conclusion of the Warren Fisher 
Committee. In this, connection we 
attach great weight tothe argument: 
put forward by. the committee that, 


as time goes on, the difficulties of 
* unification will increase, and we feel 


strongly that if some definite move 
in this direction is not taken ‘in the 
immediate future it'is at least pos- 
gible that the opportunity for doing 
60 will be irretrievably lost, 
Dislocation Unlikely... , 

In our opinion the Colonial Ser- 
vices are, in practice, already to 
such an extent a unit that recognl- 
tion pf the principle of a single ser- 
vice carries with it little, if any, 
departure from the existing’ state of 
affairs, 

The’ great majority of the officers 
of the various services already gerve 
under the same general code, of 
“regulations lafd down by ‘the Secre- 
tary of State; thelr appointments, 
salaries, ° pensions, discipline, and 
conditions of ‘service, while imme- 
diately promulgated by the Govern- 
ments under which they serve, are 
generally subject to the controlling 
authority of the. Secretary of State, 


. which may be exercised to a greater 


or less degree according to clreum- 
stances; they -have the right of ap- 
peal, to .the Secretary of State 
against decisions of the local Gov-, 
. ermments; and ‘their opportunities

particular post and Colony, being 
given, as at present, a letter of 
appointment by .the Governor. We 
are aware of no reason why a pro- 
nouncement on these ‘lines should 
not at once be made. ! 

We agree with the Warren Fisher 
Committee that such pronouncement 
dv itself would have an appreciable 
effect on the prestige of the Service 
and wauld carry with it important 
advantages, particularly in the mat- 
ter of recruiting, but unless some- 
thing further is,done to translate 
the princinle into action, the chief 
henefits which'are to be anticipated 
from the unifiention of the Services 
will not be realised. 

We have. been impressed by the 
remarks of the Warren Fisher Com. 
mittee. revording the imnortance, 
from, the. point of view of attract- 
inv the best tyne of candidate for 
service in the Colonies, of offering 
him the nrospect of becoming a 
member of a wide world service: 
responsible for the administration 
of an area of 2.000.000 sauare. miles 
with a population of nearly 60,000,-, 
ONO. and with almost unlimited on- 
portunities Tor “seeing the world.” 
Wa therefore consider it essential 
that the first steno having been taken, 
an atfemnt should at once be-made 
tinon the next objective, namaly, the 
removal of obstacles in the way of 
the real and practical unification of 
the services, 

Obstacles to Practical Unification. 

These’ obstacles may be aummaria- 
ed as follows:— / 

“ (1) The diversity of salaries, 
terms of service, climatic and other 
conditions, 

(2) The existence of different 


methods of entry for appointments .

Dependencies. : : 

(3) The absence of any power of 
compulsory transfer by the Secre- 
tary of State, eee) 

‘The first of these obstacles. is 
perhaps the most serious, Bit we 
are again indebted to the Warren 
Fisher Committee for the conception 
of ‘proceeding. to unification service 
by service “within the larger whole” 
Instead of region by region. , The 
most urgent need for unification is 
experienced" in regard to the tech- 
nical services, and force of clrcum- 
stanceshas already, in‘ the cage of | 
the agricultural service, 
about fairly general agreement to a 
coniplete scheme -of unification, * 

This scheme, when it comes into 
being, will doubtless provide a model 
for the unification of other scientific 
services sugh ag the medical, fores- 
try,,and ‘veterinary services, The 
Unification of these services, as it 
proceeds, is bound to have a simpli- 
fying and co-ordinating effect upon 
the ‘conditions of service of other 
officers in the Dependencies concern- 
ed, since Colonial Governments will 
presumably not desire to undergo 
the inconvenlence of ‘having differ. 
ent sets of conditions applicable to 
the members of the closely unified | 
services and to the rest of their 
officers respectively. 

- We envisage an ultimate state of 
affair in which the non-technical, 
as well as the technical, branches of 
the Colonial Service will .be graded 
in some sort of way so. that the 
“real wages" (taking into account 
climate, pension’ and leave pri- 
vileges, amenities, and cost . of 
Hving) in ‘corresponding grades in

Locally Recruited Officers, 

We hope that we have safd enough 
to show that the difficulties of put- 
ting into practice a scheme of 
unification of the kind advocated by 
the Warren Fisher Committee are 
not insuperable, It will be under- 
stood that we are considering such 
a scheme only in relation to “the 
personnel normally recruited in this 
country,” and then primarily to 
what we may term the ‘commission- 
ed ranks” of the service. 

“Officers of a kind “ordinarily re- 
eruited locally” would remain .mem- 
bers of the local administration, and 
would have nelther an obligation nor 
a claim to serve outside the country 
of their domicile. Subject to tue 
overriding ¢onsideration of the 
public interest, they would have full 
scope for promotion within the ser- 
vice of their own Colony, and, those 
who so desired and who were re- 
garded by the Secretary of State as 
in all respects suitable for general 
Colonia) service, could be considered 
in due course as members of the 
unified service and . available for 
transfer.” 

It must clearly be assumed that 
any scheme of unification will: be 
worked with due regard to practical 
considerations, and there is no pos- 
sible ground for. supposing that the 
result of adoption of such a schemé 
would be that Colonial Governments 
would have foisted upon them hy the 
Secretary of State. persons who were 
manifestly unsuited, to the particu- 
lar circumstances of the Colony in

Recalcitrant . Governments, 

In due course, as progress is made 
towards practical unification of the 
services, it wi]l no doubt be found 
that any Cblonial Governments 
which fail +, adopt’ the principles 
suggested in’ this report, as regards 
salaries and conditions of service, 
will find themselvés unable to main- 
tain a satisfactory standard of 
quality in persons recruited for the:

WIRELESS. TALKIES. 
THE MIHALY TONEFILM 
SYST 


London, July 31. 


OA - demonsttation was given yes~ 
y “tarday’ in the Scala Thentre of the 


Mihaly ;Tonefilm system ‘of ‘sound 
reproduction, which, 30 far, as this 
country is concerned, is quite new. 
It entirely obviates the cost- 
ly necessity - of “wiring” a 
theatre involved in. the exist- 
ing’ systems,-and it is- cthim- 
ed that- silent can be: converted 
into a. “talkie’’’ cinema within ‘an 
hour, 

For the elaborate system of wires 
between the operating box and the 
screen, ‘the ‘Mihaly system sub+ 
stitutes an invisible ray produced by 
the light from what looks like a 
motor-car ‘head-lamp. The Nght 


‘passes through the sound track on 


the edge of the film, and then 
through a series of lenses, and the 
resultant ray can be projected so 
as to fallona photo-electric cell 
fixed in any part of the 
(usually, of course, at. the side of 
the screen), and can be amplified in 
the‘ordinary manner for the loud- 
speaker. 

. At yesterday’s demonstration 
three reels of recent films were pro- 
jected. The sound reproduction, 
if not equal to the best of the 
existing {nstallations, was certaln- 
Jy superior to that in a number of 
‘theatres. 

The apparatus is manufactured 
by British labour and can be ate. 
tached to any standard make of pro-’ 
jector. The total cost of the in- 
stallation is £350.
